Crew of Destroyer Believes 
U-Boat Accounted For 
In Collision

A German subm arine was rammed and 
sunk by ail American destroyer after 
a German-born American 
bluejacket 
had spied out tile underw ater craft, 
according to belief expressed by the 
crew of a certain American sea watch­ 
dog which returned to port today. 
This is the first G erm an submarine 
the word of whose sinking had been 
reported by the crew s of the Ameri­ 
can flotilla. 
Sights Periscope 
The destroyer in question was cruis­ 
ing through a calm sea. Directly ahead 
the forward lookout sighted a peris­ 
cope. 
The subm arine to which it was 
attached 
almost 
immediately 
sub­ 
merged. 
By that time the destroyer 
was so close to the spot where the 
periscope iiad showed th at its guns 
could not be depressed sufficiently to 
tire. 
Every m em ber of tile destroy­ 
er's crew crowded the rails, eagerly 
scanning the w ater for the sub-sur­ 
face shadow which would reveal the 
enemy craft.

Riverside, 
remarkable

clarity- of its sincerity, 
a 
com­ 
mencement remarkable- in that it 
was held out of doors. 
It was a splendid body of young 
people who marched upon the plat­ 
form to the music 
played 
by 
Miss 
Ruth Violets The girls, wearing filmy 
white dresses, carried bouquets of del­ 
icate pink. 
The artistic effect of the 
decorations of the platforms was ex­ 
trem ely pleasing. 
Green and white, 
the class colors, were worked into a 
solid bank in front of the footlights, 
and shrubbery filled 
In 
the corners 
and edges. A huge “’ITB” in white on 
a green background 
designated 
the 
class. 
Chairs by the hundreds and 
the bleachers 
in 
front of the main 
building of the 
high 
school 
were 
crowded with a trem ens ms audience. 
Upon the platform sat the members 
of the board of education, R. R. Smith, 
P. L. Andrews. H. C. Dawes. J. Dick 
Wilson and J. L. McBride. City School 
Superintendent J. A. Cranston presid­ 
ed, announcing briefly each step in 
the exercises. 
Following an inspiring invocation 
by Rev. A. T. ii Rear, came the ad­ 
dress of the evening by Dr. Aked, 
whose subject was "The Impossibility 
of Everything.’’ 
Makes One Younger 
"W e are here 
tonight," 
said 
the 
speaker, “to rejoice in your joy, to 
be happy with you in your happiness. 
This big audience shows the deep in­ 
terest that there is in your school and 
in this graduating class. 
“It is well for us to be here with 
these young people. 
We should al­ 
ways go out of our way to be with 
young people, to share in their en­ 
thusiasms, to drink of their cup of 
good spirits. 
Those 
who 
associate 
with young people never grow old, for 
they live in their ardor and 
iii the 
hopefulness of young womanhood and 
young manhood. 
"Someone has said ‘You can’t put 
old heads on young shoulders.' 
You

never was a more misunderstood say 
ing than that the good die young. The 
old Greeks would turn over in their 
graves if they knew to what misuse 
the idea has been put.

he wanted to get, and he went ahead, 
keeping his eye on the one thing. The

NEW YORK, June 21.—When Phil 
Dwyer died in this city two weeks 
ago one of the best known men in the 
racing game was gone. 
Known main­ 
ly as president of the Brooklyn Jockey 
Club and the Queens County Jockey 
Club, he wats known to racing men the 
world over as a subtle power in the 
race game years before horse racing 
became tainted with bad betting and 
cror,i-rtfi races. 
With Michael F. Dwyer, a brother. 
Ph 
,1 v»er. organized the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club and built the old Grave­ 
send track, where the Brooklyn handi­ 
cap and many other 
noted 
eastern 
classics were rub. 
When 
it 
finally 
went out of existence Phil Dwyer took 
over the Aqueduct track, then a mile 
circuit, transformed it into a mile and 
a quarter course, and transferred the 
Brooklyn handicap and other classics 
which had made the Gravesend track 
famous. 
In the Washington market for years 
the two Dwyers conducted a butcher 
business, relinquishing it finally to be­ 
come the owners of Fadamanthus, a 
horse of more than usual ability. The 
butcher business soon 
was 
shoved 
completely Into the background and 
there was laid a foundation of shrewd 
horse judgment, business 
judgment, 
and honest dealing that 
has 
made 
their name a synonym for racing 
in 
the East. 
When the Gravesend track was es­ 
tablished the brotherly 
partnership 
that had existed from the time the 
Washington market stall was aban­ 
doned. Michael made 
a 
disastrous 
trip to Englend after this, and later 
became connected with a stable which 
sent Ben Brush to victory in 
the 
Latonia and Kentucky derbies in 1896 
and in the Suburban handicap the fol­ 
lowing year.
